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POSTAL GRAFT 


Reports on Investigations Given Out by /leans of a 


Brief of Mr. Bristow—A Full Summary of 


The Frauds is Stated. 


Baltimore, Md., Nov. 30.—"We all 


know of the publication of the Bristow 
report, withheld by the government of- 
ficials until this morning. It was with- 
held until the very beginning of this 
case for the discreditable purpose of 
influencing the minds of jurors." His 
voice rising in emphasis, W. F. Bryan, 
Jr., made that statement in his argu- 
ment in the postofflce cases started be- 
fore Judge Morris today in the United 
States circuit court. 


Thomas W. McGregor and C. E. Up-

of the report is that which relates to 
Perry Heath, secretary of the national 
Republican "committee. The impres- 
sion has been created that h~ewas only 
saved from indictment and prosecu' 
tion by the statute of limitations. But 
it is shown in the Bristow brief that al 
no time during the investigation was 
there sufficient evidence adduced to 
justify the grand jury an returning a 
true,bill against him.

Butler boasted in the lobby of 
thp house of representatives that Grant 
would not dare to refuse any request 
of his. because be had in bis possession 
affidavits by which be i-ou'.d prove that 
Grant bad been drunk on seven differ- 
ent occasions. This statement was re- 
peated to Grant by a member of the 
house, who told me of the conversation. 
Grant replied, without manifesting any 
indignation or belief or disbelief in the 
story. 'I have refused his requests sev- 
eral times.' My own belief is that at 
some lime during tbe war or before the 
war. in times of discouragement. Grant 
may have been in the habit of drinking 
freely and may at «cme time havs done 
so to excess. During tbe whole time of 
his presidency 1 had good opportunity 
to observe him in persona! intercourse. 
I was familiar -with tuacy men who 
Tver? constantly in his company at ail 
hours of the day and often far into the 
nigbt 
They assured me thnt there 


was no foundation for any imputation 
tbat he -was in the habit of drinking to 
excess then. 
If at any time he had 


formed such a babit he bad put it un- 
der bis feet. For that I think he is en- 
titled to greater honor than if be bad 
never yielded to temptation. My ex- 
planation of Cutler's influence over 
Grant is to some extent conjecture, but 
I believe thnt Grant thought him a 
powerful political leader."
